In contrast to sprays in water 
solutions, oils wet plant surfaces 
readily and tend ‘to spread as 
thin films and run down the 


«stems. They penetrated the crown 


of grasses ‘where growing tissues 
that form new shoots are locat- 
ed. If an oil spray wets the tops 
of grasses thoroughly, the film 
may creep from.four to six inches 
down the stems and kill all tissue 
from which new shoots might 
grow. This accounts for the sat- 
isfactory results usually obtained 
with Diesel and smudge pot oil 
sprays, both of which ‘are stand- 
ard materials for weed kiling.

There are no specifica- 
tions for weed killing oils. The 
only sure way to find out if an 
oil is useful as a weed killer is 
by tests in the field. Hence, in 
buying oils for weed killing, the 
grower will have to rely-on the 
ability of the oil dealer to sup- 
ply a satisfactory product. 
Agricultural Extension Service 
Circular No. 137 lists some of 
the words. commonly used tu de- 
scribe oi] and oils sprays, and 
tells what they medn. It also 
gives a simple account of the 
way in which oil is refined. The 
list should be ‘helpful to the 


grower when choosing his oil 


sprays. 
REFINING 

Two main processes are involv- 
ed in oil refining: distillation 
and separation, An example of 
simple distillation ‘is the boiling 
of a teakettle. The ‘water in the 
kettle is heated to boiling tem- 
perature. At this point it turns 
to. steam or vapor. Jf the steam 
touches. a cold surface, it con- 
denses. This condensed steam is 
a distillate. Since water has only 
one boiling point, the condensed 
steam is the only product result- 
ing from-the boiling of water. 

Unrefined (crude) oil, on the 
other hand, is made up of many 
parts, fractions, which have’ dif- 
ferent boiling points. The oil is 


put into.a container, or tower, 
and -heated.-The fractions which 


have the lowest boiling point, »% SHOE SHOP ;

vapors rise to the top where they BISHOP’S " 


condense, These fractions which 
evaporate quickly are the light, 
more volatile, ones. Other, less 
volatile fractions, such as stove 
oil’and Diesel fuel, have higher 


- boiling points, and condense la- 


ter. Thus each batch of. crude oil 
contains. some gasoline, some 
stove oil, and some Diesel fuel, 


removed within its own boiling 
range. 

: DISTILLATES 

The liquid oil fractions re- 
‘sulting, from distillation are 
called distillates. Not all the ma- 
terials in crude oil can be dis- 
tilled; tars and asphalt are left. 
The distillates are not pure " 
componds but: contain a mix- _ 
ture of all compounds ~which 
turn to vapor-during distilling. 
Some of these are called unsat- 
urated compounds. There are 
more ‘of these unsaturated 
compounds in an oil ‘such as 


Diese] fuel,.that.has not been | 


highly refined, than there are 
in -kerosene or spary oils that 
have received more treatment. 
When, a refined oil is wanted, 
some or all of the unsaturated 
compounds .may be separated 
from the oil by use of chemicals. 
Sulfur dioxide is one common- 
ly ‘used for this purpose. 

It is the unsaturated com- 
pounds which are important in 
weed killing oils. They determ- 
ine,.in part, ‘how well the oil 
will kill plants.

The complex nature of local and 
county government in these days 
and the constant talk that we

district; our irrigation’ districts 
face the problems: of céntinued 
water supply; we hear a great 
deal about recreation programs 


| and there are no doubt many 


other plans ‘“cooking’’ in the 
minds of individuals and organ- 
izations. ... Now, we say swim- 
ming pools and hospitals and 
memoria] buildings and recrea- 
tion programs and:-mosquito con- 
trol districts and pest control 
districts and all the other items 
that make for better living are 
fine things and we are for them, 
but, we believe that some com- 
munity planning should be done, 
some priorities should be set up,

done, we are apt to find our- 
selves with greater tax — loads, 
greater bond issues, greater gen- 
eral public expense, and, to put 
it bluntly, no money to pay... 
We don’t want to be classed as 
calamity howlers. Our plea is 
simply for less action from spe- 
cial groups and more planned ac- 
tion from community groups.... 
And we are inclined to class 
problems as of the entire com- 
munity, rather than as city and 
rural problems, for in-these days 
it is difficult to tell where city 
ends and country begins. Many 
of our districts overlap, and cer- 
tainly city and rural areas have 
great interdependence. . . . So we 
suggest that the Porterville City 
Planning commission publicize a 
long term plan of improvement 
for the city; we suggest that 
school districts do the same; we 
suggest that representatives of 
all tax supported institutions, 
along with persons representing 
special interests, get their heads 
together and start talking and 
thinking in terms of general com- 
munity problems. We _ believe 
county and city officials, that 
you and I as individauls, should 
be basing our thinking on the 
whole picture, not just a section 
of the picture. .. .
